Affairs Committee—To Finish Ap 
propriation Bill Today. 


W ashington, Dec. 22.—The 
senate 
"Was literally deluged for half an hour 
Monday with reports, resolutions and 
spirited colloquies on the Cuban ques­ 
tion. The main event of the day was 
the presentation by Mr. Cameron of 
the report of the committee on foreign 
relations favorable to his 
resolution 
recognizing the independence of Cuba. 
This proceeding was brief and perfunc­ 
tory, the report not being read, and an 
agreement speedily reached by which 
the resolution and report go over until 
after the holidays. 
Mr. Morgan of Alabama presented a 
further report on the same lines, em­ 
bodying the views of himself and Mr. 
Mills. Mr. Vest spoke of his astonish­ 
m ent in seeing Secretary Olney’s public 
statem ent declaring that the executive 
alone had the power to recognize in­ 
dependence. 
Several other Cuban resolutions were 
offered, those by Mr. Hill and Mr. Chil­ 
ton declaring that a state of war exist­ 
ed in Cuba warranting the recognition 
of the belligerent rights of both parties 
and calling for the observance of strict 
neutrality by the United States, and 
one by Mr. Bacon declaring that the 
power of j^ecognizing independence is a 
prerogative belonging exclusively to the 
congress. 
Mr. Sherman from the committee on 
foreign relations reported favorably the 
resolutions of Mr. Call asking for infor­ 
mation relative to American citizens 
confined in Spanish prisons, and this 
was agreed to by the senate. 
The status of the various resolutions 
as they were finally left is as follows: 
The Cameron and Morgan reports are 
on the table until after the holidays; 
the Vest resolution is on the table to 
be called up today; the Hill and Chilton 
resolutions are on the table; the Bacon 
resolution is referred to the committee 
on judiciary. 
Senator Cameron’s report is very 
voluminous. It opens as follows: 
“Congress at its last session adopted, 
with practical 
unanimity, the 
view 
th at the time had come for resuming 
intervention with Spain for the recog 
nition of the independence of Cuba 
Spain having declined to listen to any 
representation founded on an under­ 
standing between b*rsflf and th*1 '* 
itself to friendly intervention, the only 
question that remains to be decided is 
surgents, and congress having pledged 
the nature of the next step to be taken 
with proper regard to the customs and 
usages of nations.” 
Six precedents in foreign countries 
have made it plain to the committee 
that “Europe has invariably asserted 
and practiced the right to interfere, 
both collectiely and separately, ami­ 
cably and forcibly, in every instance, ex­ 
cept that of Poland, where a European 
people has resorted to insurrection to 
obtain independence.” 
After reviewing in detail the course 
of rebellious and interventions in Eu­ 
rope, Asia and the western hemisphere, 
the report passes to Cuba, and con­ 
cludes thus: 
“The 
government 
of 
the United 
States had always regarded Cuba as 
w ithin the sphere of its most active 
and serious interest. As early as 1825, 


which Spain could ask which the United 
States, within the limits of its estab­ 
lished principles and policy, would not 
be glad to extend. 
In the present in­ 
stance it is actuated by an earnest 
wish to avoid the danger of seeming 
to provoke a conflict. 
The attitude 
taken by President Monroe in 1822 is 
the only attitude which can properly 
be regarded as obligatory for a similar 
situation today. 
Mr. Mitchell (rep., Ore.) made an ap­ 
peal to the senate for the early consid­ 
eration of the Nicaraguan canal bill. 
He urged its importance to all sections 
of the country* but said it was especial 
ly important to the Pacific coast.

House Completes Consideration of Mnch- 
Discussed Appropriation BUL 
Washington, 
Dec. 22.—The 
house 
Monday practically completed the con­ 
sideration of the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill, but Ana 
action will be taken today. The senate 
amendments to the immigration bil 
were nonconcurred in and a conference 
agreed to. Mr. Bartholdt, chairman of 
the immigration committee, sought to 
have the bill and amendments recom­ 
mitted to his committee, and in the 
course of his remarks referred to the 
fact that the foreign-born population 
of the United States had turned the 
scales in several states 
for 
“sound 
money and protection.” 
He spoke of the “victory for sound 
money” won at the last election and 
attributed it largely to the “loyalty, 
sound sense and patriotism” 
of 
the 
adopted 
citizens, who, he 
said, had 
turned the scale in half a dozen states 
toward McKinley and protection. Yet, 
he said, the senate purposed to increase 
the harshness of the bill. 
The house then went into committee 
of the whole and spent the remainder 
of the day in the consideration of the 
legislative appropriation bill.

Brazil 
Now 
Claims the Territory 
Dispute with Britain. 
Buenos Ayres, Argentina, Dec. 22. 
Advices from Rio Janeiro, Brazil, say it 
is semi-officially announced that the 
Brazilian government is in possession 
of documents of the greatest import­ 
ance in relation to that part of Guiana 
which is now in dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. 
These docu­ 
ments, it is stated, give satisfactory 
proof that the territory in question is 
properly with the domain of Brazil. 
It is also declared, on the authority 
of persons in the confidence of the 
government, that when the dispute be­ 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela is 
settled, Brazil will formally present her 
title to the territory and expects to 
triumph over all claimants. 


W ilkesbarre, Pa., Dec. 22.—Fully a 
score of miners were imprisoned Mon 
day afternoon by an explosion of gas 
n Baltimore No. 2 shaft of the Dela­ 
ware and Hudson Coal company. Fifty 
or sixty others barely escaped. 
The mine, when in full operation, 
employs in the neighborhood of 350 
men and boys. About one-third of this 
force was at work Monday, and the 
number of workers was further reduced 
after 3 o’clock, when the day shift men 
came out. 
When the explosion occurred, an 
hour later, there were probably sixty 
men in the mine. Of this number forty 
or thereabouts succeeded in getting to 
the surface. 
The cause of the explosion is a nays 
tery, although the mine officials have 
several theories. One report is that a 
fall of roof in the slope exploded 
quantity of dynamite which was storec 
there, and that this, in turn, caused 
a feeder of gas to become ignited. An 
other theory is that the gas was ignited 
by a careless workman, and a third that 
a blast set fire to the gas shortly be­ 
fore noon, and that the men were light­ 
ing the fire when the explosion 
oc­ 
curred. 
The first knowledge of 
the catas­ 
trophe came to the surface by the noise 
of the explosion. 
A rescuing 
party, 
headed by John Matthews, was imme­ 
diately organized, and the brave fel­ 
lows descended the shaft as quickly as 
the carriages could take them. 
But 
they did not remain long below. The 
ventilation was bad, and after two of 
the party had been almost overcome 
by the deadly 
afterdamp, they were 
compelled to return to the surface. 
A half hour later the ventilation had 
been improved somewhat, and another 
rescue party went down. They found 
three men lying unconscious in the 
gangway. 
Owen Murray and John Minsley were 
also found by the rescuers, who en­ 
tered the mine shortly after 8 o’clock 
Both were unconscious, and will scarce­ 
ly recover. 
They are in Wilkesbarre 
hospital. 
Heartrending scenes were witnessed 
at the mouth of the shaft when the big 
disaster occurred. The relatives of the 
entombed men gathered about and gave 
vent to their 
grief.-** Superintendent 
Foote said that he was at a loss to ac 
count for the explosion. 
Every pre­ 
caution had been taken to make the 
mine safe, he declared. It had always 
been the rule of the company never to 
allow their employes to enter a mine 
where there was the least jeopardy of 
life, and this rule has been enforced 
more strictly since the Pittston dis­ 
aster of last June, when fifty-seven men 
were buried in the Twin shaft. 


Constantinople, Dec. 22.—The large 
measure of clemency on the part of the 
sultan toward Armenians will probably 
bring about the release of 4,000 prison­ 
ers and the remittance of all sentences 
of death. 
This has been promised to 
Patriarch Ormanian, but it needs rati­ 
fication. 
At a council of ministers, at the re­ 
quest of Mr. Terrell, the United States 
minister, Hatnom Ardourian, who was 
imprisoned at Trebizonde, has been re­ 
leased. Nine individuals who surren­ 
dered to the government as revolution­ 
ists have also been set at liberty, the 
release of these prisoners having been 
promised to Mr. Terrell by the sultan. 


S P A N I A R D S ARE CALM . 


Officials Do 
the 
Not Fear War with 
United Staten. 
Madrid, Dec. 22.—There can be no 
doubt that the Spanish press and public 
take a much calmer view of the atti­ 
tude of the United States toward the 
Cuban question. This is, in large part, 
due to dispatches received from Senor 
Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish minister 
at 'Washington, giving the views of Mr. 
Olney as to the power of the president 
to ignore the behest of congress for 
the recognition of a new government, 
and the president’s opinion 
that 
no 
government has been established by 
the insurgents in Cuba. 
The ministerialist organs and all the 
sympathizers with the government are 
taking the ground from this that there 
will be a conflict between the legisla­ 
tive and executive powers in the United 
States government, which will 
delay 
action and give Spain a respite from in­ 
tervention, during which she may have 
opportunity to crush the rebellion.

Federation of Labor Adopts Report of 
Law Committee. 
Cincinnati, Dec. 21.—When the six­ 
teenth annual convention of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor reassembled 
there were many vacant seats.

law committee reported favorably on 
the defense fund resolution which in­ 
creases the dues to 50 cents per capita 
per month. 
Adopted. 
The action of former convention was 
reaffirmed, requiring all unions to affili­ 
ate with their central organizations or 
their national federal unions. 
A resolution for a department of la­ 
bor, with another cabinet officer, was 
adopted. A resolution that no official 
of the American Federation of Labor 
should be allowed to affiliate or par­ 
ticipate with any political party was 
adopted—yeas, 37; nays, 17. A reso­ 
lution by Delegate Boyce, recommend­ 
ing that union men do not enlist in the 
state militia, was adversely reported 
by the committee on the ground of

rights. The report was not concurred 
in, and the resolution was adopted. 
Resolutions were adopted for

telegraph; for the more vigorous in­ 
vestigation of armor plates for war­ 
ships, and for the government to estab­ 
lish its own works for making such 
plates and for governmental control 
of all means of communication and 
transportation.

Washington, Dec. 22.—Secretary Car- 
isle in his annual report on the state 
of the finances shows the revenues of 
the government from all sources 
t o . 
lave been $409,475,408, and the expendi­ 
tures $434,678,654, which leaves a deficit 
Tor the year ended June 30, 1896, of 
$25,203,245. 
In addition to the ordinary revenues 
collected during the year, the cash in 
the treasury was increased by the fol- 
owing sums: 
From the sale of $100,000,000 4 per 
cent 30-year bonds, $11,166,246; 
and 
from the issue of 4 per cent bonds in 
liquidation of interest accrued on re­ 
funding certificates converted during 
the year $4,130, making a total of 
$111,170,376. As compared with the fis­ 
cal year 1895, the receipts for 1896 in­ 
creased $19,102,205, of which the fol­ 
lowing are the principal items of in­ 
crease: 
Customs, $7,863,134; internal 
revenue, $3,341,192; profits on coinage, 
bullion deposited, etc., $1,256,512; pos­ 
tal service, $5,512,080. 
There is shown to have been a de­ 
crease in the ordinary expenditure* of 
$4,015,852. 
The revenues of the gov­ 
ernment for the current fiscal year are 
thus estimated, upon the basis of ex­ 
isting laws: 
From customs, $148,000,- 
000; from internal revenue, $150,000,- 
000; miscellaneous sources, $20,000,000; 
from postal service. $89,793,120. Total 
estimated revenue, $407,793,120. 
The expenditures for the same period 
are estim ^^ at $472,293,120, leaving 
an e s ta te d deficiency for the year 
of $64,f*U,000.

The estimates of appropriations re­ 
quired for the same period, exclusive

These estimates 
of receipts and expenditures, the sec­ 
retary says, are made upon the assump­ 
tion that there will be no substantial 
change in existing business conditions 
and that the present scale of pnblic ex­ 
penditures will not be reduced. 
But, if our ordinary business activi­ 
ty should be resumed, and the con­ 
sumption of articles subject to taxa­ 
tion should increase to its normal pro­ 
portions, there may be in fact, the sec-* 
retary says, no deficiency in our rev­ 
enues.

Dr. R. H. Stetson of Lima, who at- 1 
tended the girl, was sworn and testi- 
fled. 
Dr. Joe Whiting who was sent to 
Johnstown by order of Judge Sale to 
examine her yesterday 
was next 
sworn, and told of her condition in 
detail and the deductions drawn there­ 
from. 
Martin was pale and tearful, and 
after the testimony was completed, he 
was ordered to stand 
up. 
When 
asked if he was “ guilty or not guilty,” 
he pleaded “ guilty.” 
“ Have you any thing to say as to 
why the sentence of the court shall 
not be pronounced?” he was asked.

lame Kovel and Attractive Gifts Easily

In home handiwork etched leather 
lifers the virtues of novelty, fashion 
fend ease of accomplishment. Selection 
may be made for Christmas gifts from 
a veritable host of designs, and if one 
has any knack at all with the pencil 
many charming trifles can be made 
with very little outlay of money and 
almost no technical knowledge. The one 
thing necessary is care combined with 
precision of touch. 
There can beno pressing or changing. 
A line once burned in must remain, but 
a very little practice will enable one to 
do pretty, simple things with no better 
implement than a short iron poker 
sharpened to a point. The regular etch­ 
ing tool is, of course, more convenient 
to handle and can be made to do more 
expansive work. 
But where the outlay 
of $5 seems big compared to the trifling 
work to bo done, the poker can be sub­ 
stituted and with success.
